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Air, soning woes but 4-town sewers can spark dynamic growth 


Pam, or a_ recession? 
There was good news and bad 
news this week for the Quad- 
City area’s economic outlook. 

The good news involved the 
four-township sanitary sewer 
program, which seems sure to 
begin in 1975 and to be com- 
pleted in 1978 

The bad news is in two fields: 

1. Concern is deyeloping that 
a proposed new Madison County 
zoning ordinance ‘— hearings 
are to be held here Oct. 21, 25 
and 31 — reaffirms already- 
discredited negative attitudes 
toward the Quad-Cities. 

2. And residents also are 
disturbed about a proposed 
regional Air Quality Main- 
tenance Area, for which there 
will be a public hearing Oct. 15 
at SIUE. It could clamp a no- 
growth. straitjacket on this 
community, with any further 
construction requiring per-

mission from the state, it is 
contended. 

Such threats to normal 
economic growth —and 
customary renewal of aging 
areas are viewed as serious. 

If they can be resolved 
amicably, however, the outlook 
could change to unexpectedly 
bright, thanks to the joint sewer 
installation program, it is 
believed. 

Edward Juneau of the 
Sheppard, Morgan and Sch- 
waab engineering firm said 
Tuesday that detailed con- 
struction plans are nearing 
completion. He reviewed the 
multi-million-dollar’ sewer 
program ina talk to the Granite 
City Rotary Club. 

The 75 per cent federal por- 
tion of the cost of the project is 
to be advanced by the state 
government in recognition of 
the fact that the 23-million-

A report by the Illinois 
Department of Corrections 
requiring single occupancy of 
cells in the Granite City Jail has 
created a problem which could 
cut capacity of the city jail from 
its present 26 prisoners to six at 
any one time, it was learned by 
the Press-Record today 

Present use of the city’s three 
jail cells and “bullpen” for a 
total of 22 men prisoners and 
two women’s cells for four 
women prisoners was cited in 
the report as a “violation of 
standards’? and was ac- 
companied by a letter giving the 
city six months in which to 
correct the problem. 

At the same time, the report 
recommended that a matron 
“or other qualified female 
employes’? shall provide 
supervision of women prisoners 
when they are confined at the 
jail, and that the jail officials 
issue property receipts to all 
prisoners, a practice that has 
not been followed in the past. . 

Chief of Police Ronald 
Veizer said that steps have been 
taken to meet the requirement 
of a matron and that property 
receipts are now being issued, 
but that recommendations for 
single occupancies in jail cells 
“really gives us a serious 
problem.” 

“T have met with the mayor 
and with the chairman of the 
(City Council) jail committee to 
work out the hiring of a part- 
time matron who would work on 
an hourly basis for supervision 
of women prisoners during the 
period they are held,’’ Veizer 
said. 

“Tr have immediate 
solution for the single 
occupancy requirement except 
to follow it as.nearly as possible 
with the cell facilities we now 


no 


have,” he said. 

A similar order has been 
received by the Madison police 
department which now has two 
cells intended for two men in 
each, and one cell for two 
women prisoners 

But Mayor Mike Sasyk said 
he contemplates no difficulties 
“because we seldom have more 
than one or two prisoners at a 
time’and they usually are here 
for only a short time.” 

In Venice, police said they 
had received no such report 
thus far and do not expect one 
since the city recently com 
pleted construction of a new jail 
which provides single cells for 
éach occupant 

Granite City jail facilities now 
provide one cell for~ six 
prisoners, two other cells for 
four occupants each, and the 
“bullpen,” which can sleep up 
to eight prisoners if the jail is 
full 

Women’s facilities include 
two cells for two prisoners each. 

, If the city is forced to comply 
with the Department of 
Corrections report, the police 
department would be limited to 
a total of six prisoners, one each 
in the three men's cells. and two 
women’s cells, and one in the 
“bullpen.” 

Granite City officials have 
been pressing for construction 
of a new city jail which, they 
S could be financed by 
federal revenue sharing funds. 

Recommendations in the 
Department of Corrections 
report also called for painting of 
the jail facility, refinishing of 
the toilets and an improved 
system of cleaning the facility. 


points have been resolved and 
that painting work is now under

gallon-capacity Granite City 
sewage treatment facilities 
were intended to be linked with 
such a regional system.

built that it would be respon- 
sible for the two pumps used on 
the line and would repair or 
replace them if they broke 
down. 

The original agreement also 
gave the city street superin- 
tendgnt the authority to turn off 
the pumps if Dobrey Slough 
pumping into existing Granite 
City sewers threatened flooding 
in any part of Granite City. 

When construction of the line 
was completed the state sent a 
new contract to the city making 
the city responsible for Fepair 
or replacement of the expensive 
pumps. Mayor Paul Schuler and 
the City Council refused to 
accept the second contract and 
City Attorney George Filcoff in 
July wrote the Division. of 
Waterways saying the city 
would ‘‘stand on the old 
agreement.” 

‘No response was heard from 
the state until early this month 
when a new contract was 
received, granting the city’s 


wish. 

The new contract, approved 
Monday night, stipulates the 
“state shall assume all major 
expenses relating to the repair 
and maintenance of the pumps 
installed in connection with the 
Dobrey Slough flood control 
project.” 

The contract also makes the 
East Side Levee and Sanitary 
District responsible for paying 
“all electric energy and diesel 
fuel costs in connection with the 
Dobrey, Slough flood control 
project, upon completion and 
acceptance of said pro- 
ject...” 

The state has completed tests 
of the drainage line and has 
made the final payment to C. D. 
Peters Construction Co., con- 
tractor of the drainage line. 

The system has been used at 
brief intervals when the water 
level in the slough has risen, but 
has not been turned on full time

Madison police, assisted by 
members of the Madison 
County sheriff's department 
and backed up by Venice police, 
at 5:40 p.m. Monday converged 
on the Quad-City Health 
Systems, 1413a Second St., 
Madison, with warrants for the 
owner and an employe. 

Miss Carol June Hinson, 23, of 
St. Louis, was charged with two 
counts of performing indecent 
massage and two counts of 
engaging in activity of a 
masseuse without a license. The 
‘charges are alleged to be 
violations of the Madison city 
ordinances. 

Warrants were issued by 
Associate Judge William 
Johnson at Granite City on 
complaints signed by Madison 
police, and based on affidavits 

made by the sheriff's vice squad 
members. 

Four warrants have been 
issued by Judge Johnson 
against the owner of the 
business, listed as Louis McCoy 
He is believed to be in Florida 


The warrants charge him 
with two counts of employment 
of non-licensed masseuses and 
two counts of permitting and 
employing indivudals to per- 
form immoral or indecent 
massage. 

Miss Hinson was finger- 
printed, photographed and 
released on $100 cash bond and 
scheduled to appear in court at 
10 a.m, Wednesday, Oct. 16, in 
Granite City. 

Miss Hinson was in the 
reception room when the police 
took her into custody, they said. 

She allegedly said she had a 
customer and pointed to a room 
across a hall from the reception 
area. Officers opened the door 
to the room and a Waterloo, Ill.

to leave. He did so, in great 
haste.

Use tax vo 


An ordinance establishing a 1 
per cent use tax on certain 
tangible property purchased by 
Madison residents outside the 
state of Illinois was enacted by 
the Madison City Council 
Tuesday night. 

Mayor Mike Sasyk said the 
tax applies only to property that 
must be titled and registered by 
the state of Illinois, such as 
cars, motorcycles and boats. 

‘The mayor Said the 1 per cent 
tax is in addition to the regular 4 
per cent use tax charged by 
Illinois against such purchases 
made outside this state. The 
present 4 per cent tax goes to 
the state 

Under the new ordinance, 
Madison residents who buy such 
items requiring registration 
from sellers outside Illinois will 
be required to pay the ad- 
ditional tax to the secretary of 
state’s office in Illinois when he 
applies for a title, registration 
and license. The secretary of 
state will return the Madison 
share to the city. 

Sasyk said the new tax. is 
permitted under Illinois 
statutes and that adoption of the 
ordinance was recommended 
by the Illinois Municipal 
League. He said he expects 
most municpalities in the area 
eventually to enact such bills. 

The mayor said he does not 
know how much revenue will 
come from the new tax, but that 
he does not expect it to be 
substantial. 

The tax ordinance 
become effective Nov. 1. 

The council voted to buy a lot 
at 1603 Second St. for $1 from 
Terry] M. Francis and pay 
delinquent taxes in the amount 
of $509. The city then will ad- 
vertise for bids to sell the 
property. 

Anyone bidding on the 
property must agree to raze the 
structure now on the property 
and clear and level the land 
within 60 days after purchase. 

The council reserved the right 
to reject bids if they are not high 
enough for the city to recover 
back tax money, title and legal 
fees involved in the tran- 
sactions.

Plant seeks 


more land 


A proposal by Archer Daniels 
Midland Co. to acquire a 22-acre 
tract of land immediately north 
of the ADM soybean processing 
plant in north Granite City was 
disclosed Monday night in a 
petition for rezoning filed with 
the City Council. 

The petition was referred by 
council members to the Granite 
City Plan Commission for a 
hearing and recommendation. 

‘The rezoning request, filed in 
behalf of the company by 
Attorney Leo Konzen, asks that 
the tract be rezoned from its 
present R-1 single family 
classification to M-2 heavy 
industrial. 

Konzen, who spoke briefly on 
the petition after it was 
presented to the aldermen, said 
ADM has no immediate plans 
for development of the site, but 
that the company has an op- 
portunity to acquire the land at 
this time and had decided to do 


so. 

If the tract is acquired, 
Konzen said, it will be annexed 
to Granite.City ‘‘in keeping with 
the policy followed in other 
cases of this kind.” 

Konzen said he sees ADM’s 
future in this area “as one of 
growth.” 

Counci] members also voted 
Monday night to accept the new 
sewer line constructed by 
Archer Daniels Midland to 
connect its soybean plant with 
Granite City sewage treatment 
facilities. 

The new sewer line which will 
provide sewer services to many 
residences along its route that 
previously were without 
sewers, extends south from the 
plant along the east side of the 
Alton & Southern Railroad 
tracks, turning west into the 
Steelecrest subdivision area 
and then into existing Granite 
City sewers. 

A suggestion that final ac- 
ceptance of the system by the 
city be delayed until an in- 
spection can be made to 
determine if there are any 
faults in the line was overruled 
by a motion that the sewer be 
accepted subject to an in- 
spection. Cost of the sewer 
construction was paid by ADM. 

Also referred to the City Plan 
Commission for hearings and 
recommendations , were 
petitions for annexation of five 
parcels of land.

CHICAGO — Rush Presby- 
terian-St. Luke’s Medical 
Center here ‘is one of those 
massive complexes of con- 
temporary medical treatment 
and research in which cancer 
finally will be forced to give 
up its secrets. 

Yet no one who. works there 
talks about a cure for cancer 
or simple prevention of the 
disease. 

The researchers don’t ex- 
pect to find one simple answer 
to the question:how do you 
cure cancer? There may be a 
number of causes. 

Whatever the cause, the re- 
searchers hope to improve the 
cancer victim’s chances for 
cure. ! 

When is a cancer cured? \ 

“A patient who after a cer- 
Win period:of me is: at the 
same ri of dying as am 
other individual is considered 
cured,” Dr. Stephen Econo- 
mou of the Chicago Center 
staff replies. 

“For instance, if you have 
some kind of cancer of the 
thyroid; at the end of five 
years, almost certainly you 
will be alive, but you’re not 
cured. Therefore, you are at 
risk of dying of that cancer 
still. 


“If you have cancer of the 
lung and you're alive three 


years later, you're no more 
likely to die of that cancer 
than any other citizen. 

“Breast cancer ... if after 
five years you're alive you 
have about 10 per cent more 
chance of dying than anyone 
else. At the end of 10 years you 
have about two per cent. At 
the end of 15 years, you’re just 
like anyone else. So a cure de- 
pends on the type of cancer 
you're talking about,” the 
surgeon concluded. 

The message preached by 
Economou and the rest of the 
research and treatment team 
at the Chicago medical center 
is two-fold: given the right fa- 
cilities, the best brains and 
enough money there will be 
progress in answering the 
fundamental questions about 
cancer — why it happens, how 
it happens and what can be 
done about it. 

Given the same ingredients 
of facilities, brains and mon- 
ey, detection and treatment of 
cancer can be improved, not 
for the patients of the year 
2,000 but the patients who will 
become ill next year. 

How much money? “What 
does a battleship cost?” an- 
swers Economou. “Did you 
ever think .what $3. billion 
would“do?””

Walker's payroll 


tab increases 


SPRINGFIELD — Gov. 
Daniel Walker has reduced 
the total number of employes 
in his executive office, but the 
payroll has increased sharp- 
ly. 
According to the. current 
payroll records, the governor 
has 52 employes in his execu- 
tive office at a cost of $69,946 
per month. 


During his first month in of- 
fice, the respective figures 
were 43 employes at $51,677 
per month. By the second 
month the totals were 63 em- 
ployes and $64,084. 


By comparison, former 
Gov. Richard Ogilvie started 
out with 35 employes on his 
executive office payroll at 
$33,042 per month. It grew to 
56 employes at $60,759 by No- 
vember, 1972, the month he 
lost in his bid for reelection 


So Walker now has four 
fewer employes on the execu- 
tive payroll at a cost of $9,000 
more per month — an in- 
crease of 15 per cent over 
Ogilvie 

Walker has always de- 
fended his practice of hiring 
fewer people and paying them 
higher salaries by saying the 
taxpayers would benefit by 


his bringing in competent 
people to do the job. 

Mark Clark, an assistant 
press secretary, further de- 
fended the governor by citing 
appropriation figures for per- 
sonal services for the past 
three years. For fiscal 1973, 
under Ogilvie, the total was 
$891,600, he said.

MICROFICHE 
Taxpayers enjoy 
record savings 


By MARY LOU MANNING 


SPRINGFIELD — Micro 
fiche — pronounced “fish” — 
reproduction in the secretary 
of state’s office has saved the 
state nearly $1 million during 
the past fiscal year, according 
to figures released by that 
agency. 

Compared: to. commercial 
charges, a recent microfiche 
cost analysis indicates that 
$853,096 was saved in the sec- 
retary of state’s office, $81,465 
in the comptroller’s office and 
$49,471 in six departments un- 
der the governor. 

“Savings are realized on 
computer print-outs, printing 
costs, assembly and binding 
operations, mailing expenses, 
fewer employes needed to 
produce microfiche and stor- 
age for records,” Secretary of 
State Michael J. Howlett ex- 
plained. 

Microfiche are 105 millime- 
ter or 4x6 microfilmed sheets 
of computer records produced 
in the Records Management- 
Micrographics Division of the 
secretary's office. It was de- 
veloped in 1969 as a replace- 
ment for the annual 147-vol- 
ume Mlinois Wheel Book of 
motor vehicle registration 
records 

“The old Wheel Book was

printed annually and when it 
came out it was already out- 
dated,” explained a spokes- 
man from the division. 

Approximately 207 pages of 
printed copy can be processed 
into one 4x6 fiche card. That's 
about 12,420 registrations per 
page. 

Sets of microfiche, consist- 
ing of about 400 fiche by the 
end of each year, are sent to 
approximately 800 law en- 
forcement agencies through- 
cout the State. Material con- 
tained in these sets includes 
motor vehicle registration 
data. 

The motor vehicle micro- 
fiche are updated and mailed 
out nine times a year with in- 
formation on five million pas- 
senger cars and two million 
nonpassenger cars. 

In the microfiche process, a 
Datagraphix 4440 COM (com- 
puter output microfilm) re- 
corder converts magnetic 
tape codings into readable 
characters which are auto- 
matically photographed on 
rolls of microfilm. 

“By ufilizing the COM re- 
corder, ‘our office and other 
stale agencies are receiving a 
valuable cost-reducing serv- 
ice,” Howlett said. ‘‘Produc- 
ing microfiche by quantity 
and quality provides substan- 
tial savings to the taxpayers, 
and there is always room for 
more growth in this area.” 

The microfiche sets are 
provided free of charge to 
towns with a population of 
2,000 or more. They require a 
relatively inexpensive reader 
for process. 


Howlett is 
aiming at 
a new look

SPRINGFIELD — A few 

years ago it was conceded by 

everyone in Dlinois that the 


secretary of state’s office was * 


a patronage-rich political 
plum which presented many 
jobs to the political party in 
control of the office. 

But in January 1973, quietly 
but quickly and thoroughly, 
Secretary of State Michael J. 
Howlett, who had been over? 
whelmingly elected in the 
previous November, began 
making changes. 

Howlett, with all actions be- 
fore the public eye as was the 
hallmark of his administra- 
tion of the then-Auditor's Of- 
fice, formed a transition com- 
mittee which would evaluate 
the office, with an eye toward 
reorganization. 

‘The major recommendation 
of the committee was to try to 
achieve some degree of pro- 
fessionalization within’ the 
secretary of state’s office 
The first critical step in the 
direction of that goal was the 
formation of a central office 
dealing with planning. 

The central office of plan- 
ning developed a program 
aimed at professional qualifi- 
cations, rather than political 
influence. This has been the 
controlling factor in filling 
several executive positions. 

‘One such appointment was 
Warren B Manker, a 
mechanical engineer, as su- 
pervisor of the buildings and . 
grounds. In the past this post 
had always been filled 
through political patronage 

Stanley L. Sokolik, ‘a mem- 
ber of Secretary Howlett's 
transition committee, cur- 
rently is the director of plan- 
ning. He was named to suc- 
ceed Robert Cronson, who has 
been appointed the first audi- 
tor general of Dlinois. Sokolik 
was a professor of adminis- 
tration at Sangamon State 
University in Springfield. 

The office of planning has 
consolidated and classified 
200 planning projects for the 
office and outlined what plan- 
ning is taking place and what 
benefits are projected in both 
internal and ‘external serv- 
ices. 

All services rendered by the 
secretary of state's office, 750 
of them, have been cataloged 
by the number of times the 
services are provided and 
how long each service takes. 
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State, local-level outlays: 
rival the federal budget 


Because it’s easier, to shoot 
at a single target than 50 of 
them, the stubborn upward. 
climb of the federal budget 
gets most of the attention 
from critics. 

Nevertheless, some state 
and big city’ governments 
have upped their spending 
sights more steeply than 
Washington. 

States, especially, literally 
have grown out of their boots 
moneywise, from New York 
and California, with $20 billion 
annual budgets, to North 
Carolina, where the state pay- 
roll is growing at a faster rate 
than the population. 

This year California is 
spending more than $20 billion 
on its more than 21 million in- 
habitants. That includes more 
than $5 billion from Washing- 
ton in revenue sharing and 
other federal emoluments. 

State spending alone 
amounts to about 10 per cent 
of California's gross state 
product — the value of its 
goods and services. Ten years 
ago state government cost 
only $4.1 billion, which in- 
cluded $900 million in federal 
funds. 

California hires about 
200,000 public workers. That 
doesn’t include people work- 
ing for the 407 cities, 58 coun- 
ties, 1,064 school districts, 
3,727 special districts and 895 
water districts. Together they 
spend another $15 billion a 
year 

State and local officials 
have a pat answer for these 
towering figures — the falter- 
ing dollar, otherwise known 
as inflation, coupled with a 
nearly runaway population 
climb in the last decade as 
California attracted an aver- 
age of more than a half-mil- 
lion new residents a year 

New York state has an an- 
nual budget of about $10 bil- 
lion if you don’t include feder- 
al money and hires more than 
202,000 people, making it the 


largest single employer and 
biggest ‘spender in the 
Gotham State. 

A decade ago the New York 
state budget was only $2.9 bil- 
lion, with about 164,000 em- 
ployes. 

Tack on city, county, vil- 
lage, town and school district 
budgets to the state’s spend- 
ing and you come up with 
nearly $20 billion and more 
than 900,000 people, or one in 
every 20 of New York’s nearly 
19 million inhabitants. 

The Citizens’ Public Ex- 
penditure Survey, a national 
taxpayers’ group, claims New 
York has the highest per 
capita state and local tax bur- 
den in the nation, eclipsing its 
nearest rival, California, by 
nearly $100 per person. 

Last year New York state 
and local tax collectors took 
about $174.50 for every $1,000 
in personal earnings. 

However, New York and 
California have plenty of 
company from other states 
whose public payrolls have 
ballooned in the last 10 years. 

State employes in Texas, 
for example, account for 4.44 
per -cent of the estimated 
population of 11,976,000 this 
year, compared with 3.38 per 
cent in 1964. 

State government spending 
in Texas climbed 195 per cent 
in the last 10 years, from $1.14 
billion in 1964 to $3.38 billion in 
the current fiscal year. In the 
last two decades the boost 
amounted to 532 per cent. 

In Louisiana, the state gov- 
ernment hires 127,000 to ad- 
minister the $1.6 billion it now 
spends annually, exclusive of 
federal funds. Ten years ago 
87,000 worked for the state 
when it was spending $697 
million. 

Indiana’s 1960-61 budget 
was $415 million. This year 
it’s close to $2.9 billion. 

In Montana, the 16,462 state 
employes this year represent 
about 2.3 per cent of the 
state’s population. In Colora- 


do, state workers make up 2.1 
per cent of the population and 
local government another 4.2 
per cent. 

Alaska’s state work force of 
14,000 is 3.9 per cent of its 
population compared with 2.5 
per cent a decade ago. 

Nevertheless, there are 
states where government was 
not so expensive — that is, 
compared, to the average 
$522.49 per capita collected by 
the 50 states in 1971-72, 

For instance, in Maine, 
where only 16,736 people work 
for the state, the average per 
capita payment was only $267 
for state and local govern- 
ment expenses. In Virginia it 
was $418.62; in Indiana, 
$444.11, and in Louisiana, 
$879, but the latter figure was 
for state levies only. 

Like the federal bureau- 
cracy, state and local govern- 
ments grew apace with the 
nation’s population climb 
from 120 million a half-cen- 
tury ago to about 210 million 
now — but at a considerably 
faster clip than that approxi- 
mately 75 per cent increase. 

On the bearish side, econo- 
mists and government offi- 
cials at all levels concede 
there’ is no way to retrench 
without cutting services to the 
people who pay for them and 
those who don’t. 

Like the price of a meal ina 
restaurant, the government 
menu shows markups, not 
markdowns most of the time. 

On the bullish side, if infla- 
tion could be harnessed and 
federal and state welfare rolls 
trimmed back by the creation 
of more jobs, there is hope 
that government spending all 
along the line at least could 
begin to level off on an accept- 
able plateau, especially in 
these times of so-called zero 
population. 

That, after all, is what 
President Ford’s gradually 
evolving economic reform 
program is all about. 


Rapid spending pace by 
government at all levels 


Federal government spend- 
ing is mounting steadily 
despite the billions of dollars 
annually Americans believed 
the United States would save 
when it stopped pouring 
money into the Vietnam War 
18 months ago. 

State governments are bur- 
geoning at a frenzied pace, 
too, with some states spend- 
ing four times what they 
shelled out 20 years ago. 

City and county govern- 
ments aren’t far behind per- 
centagewise in many sections 
of the nation. 

The American taxpayer 
only can ask: “Why? And will 
there ever be an end to the dog 
chasing its tail as inflation 
feeds budgets and budgets 
feed inflation? When will we 
at last reach'the last dizzying 
heights of public spending?” 

Economists and politicians 
have both answers, or ex- 
planations. 

The economists blame the 
decay of the American dollar 
for part of the need for gov- 
ernments at all levels to spend 
more each year, even if the 
services they provide don’t in- 
crease. 

The politicians put much of 
the onus on the public demand 
for more and more services 
with each succeeding year — 
federal, state and local — 
compounded by a swiftly 
growing population until the 
last couple of years. 


They complain that while’ 


Americans want trimmed 
budgets, special interests cry 
so loudly at reductions affect- 
ing them it often is tough to 
push through spending cuts, 
especially when public pay- 
rolls, public works projects or 
welfare are involved. 

Consequently the Congress, 
state legislatures, city coun- 
cils and county supervisors 
across the land are caught be- 
tween two political factions — 
one demanding budget cuts, 
the other insisting reductions 
would slice deeply into vital 
government functions. 

The rub is that what is vital 
to some is nonessential to 
others. 

“Sometimes we're caught 
between a rock and hard 
place when conflicting inter- 
ests are at odds over spending 
items,” observes Rep. Bob 
Wilson, R-Calif., a veteran of 
more than two decades in 
Congress and a member of the 
House Armed Services Com- 
mittee ever since he went to 


grow fatter for lack of a low- 


spending diet. 

“Total federal, state and 
local government revenue 
from all sources amounted to 
$381.8 billion for fiscal 1971-72, 
up $39.4 billion from the prior 
year,” says a bureau report. 

“Government spending in 
fiscal 1971-72 was $397.4 bil- 
lion, up $28 billion from the 
prior year's $369.4 billion.” 

Today the dog still is 
chasing bis tail as the fiscal 
1974-75 federal budget alone 
hovers around the $300 billion 
mark. 

“Indebtedness of all gov- 
ernments at the end of fiscal 
1971-72 was $601.8 billion, in- 
cluding a federal public debt 
of $427.3 billion,” says the 
Census Bureau. 

“State and local govern- 
ment debt increased $15.7 bil- 
lion during the same fiscal 
year to a record total of $174.5 
billion."" 

Economists often point to 
what the federal government 
calls “‘human resources pro- 
grams" as the greatest factor 
in the constant rise of federal 
spending over the last decade. 

For example, about half the 
federal budget for $151.5 bil- 
lion is funneled into these pro- 
grams — welfare, Medicare, 
minority job training, Social 
Security, etc. Welfare takes 
the biggest bite, of course, 
with a $100 billion mouthful — 
an estimated 325 per cent 
climb since 1964 — or approxi- 
mately a third of federal 


spending. ‘ 

While the Pentagon iS a 
chief target of the loudest 
voices for budget slashing, the* 
Census Bureau report shows 
that defense spending, even 
when coupled with foreign 
military aid, is mounting at a 
slower pace than total federal 
outlays. 

In fiscal year 1966-67, says 
the bureau, defense-related 
dollars amounted to 53.9 per 
cent of all federal spending. 
By fiscal 1971-72 the figure 
dropped to 42.1 per cent. In 
this fiscal year by the time all 
fiscal 1974-75 appropriation 
bills have been signed into 
law, the percentage is ex- 
pected to be about 40 per cent. 

Even so, Pentagon critics 
seek to lop about $5 billion off 
the $80 billion defense budget 
for the new fiscal year — a cut 
opposed by President Ford. 

Defense officials from Sec- 
retary James Schlesinger 
down insist they are in the 
same boat as the American 
housewife when it comes to 
buying items inthe market- 
place. They peg mounting 
inflation for many of the cost- 
overrides on weapons sys- 
tems but concede that an all- 


volunteer U.S. armed force, 
with its countless financial in: 
centives, has boosted military 
payrolls to where they repre- 
sent more than half the de- 
fense budget.

Student Development 
Services (SDS) is one of 
many aids offered at 
Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity at Edwardsville for 
students with problems. 

“‘The student doesn’t 
have to have a terrible 
problem to use our facili- 
ties," Kim A. Price, 
director of ‘the program 
and clinical psychologist, 
said. ‘‘He may not com- 
municate as well as he 
would like. He may not be 
getting along with his 
instructors, his family or 
his friends,”’ Price said. 

However, some students 
who seek the services of 
the center are severely 
depressed. “They are 
under so much pressure to 
do so many things, they 
can't get anything done 
at all,’ said Price. “They 
may be considering sui- 
cide,"” he added. 

The center also works 
with students who suffer 
from a high level of test- 
taking anxiety. ‘‘Some 
students have trouble 
organizing their time to 
study,” he said. 


SDS is operated on a 
walk-in basis or by appoint- 
ment. Counseling is done 
either on an individual or 
group. basis. ‘‘Some 
students are reluctant to 
communicate in a one-to- 
one situation,” Price said. 

The services are free 
and are available to SIUE 
students, faculty members 
and staff. “Anyone with 
an emotional or vocational 
problem can come to us,”

WASHINGTON COUNTY 
Hunting, fishing 
and room to roam 


Editor’s Note: This is one of 
a series on Mlinols’ state 
parks and memorials. 


By JOAN MURARO 


+» NASHVILLE, IU. — Peace, 
quiet and great scenic beauty 
are the chief attributes of 
Washington County conserva- 
tion area, four miles south of 
Nashville in southern Illinois. 

The park-like area, begun 
when the-state acquired 160 
acres in 1959, now totals 1,377 
acres and teems with pro- 
tected upland game, which 
flourishes in the variety of 
cover provided. 

Focal point of the area is the 
long, thin lake lying placidly 
amid fields and woods. Cover- 
ing 248 acres, it has a maxi- 
mum depth of 25 feet, and a 
13.3-mile shoreline. ~ 

Through the area, ‘shrubs 
divide fields and fencerows 
provide more shelter. The fal- 
low fields, brushy draws, in- 
terspersed stands of hard- 
wood timber and specially 
planted lespedeza all offer 
cover, which is supplemented 
by pine stands and small cul- 
tivated fields. Taking advan- 
tage of the food and shelter 
thus provided are rabbits, 
quail, squirrels, doves, deer 
and woodcock. 

The lake has been stocked 
with largemouth bass, blue- 


gill, sunfish, crappie, channel _ 


catfish and carp. 

Fishermen will find two 
launching ramps, docks, and 
boats available for rent. 
There is a lake motor limit of 
10 horsepower. 

During the hunting season, 
some of the area is open to 
shotgun and bow and arrow 
hunters, with the sections 
where hunting is permitted 
posted as open. 


There is a check station in 
the area, and all hunters ex- 
cept those after squirrel must 
check in there and obtain a 
back patch which is to be dis- 
played at all times while hunt- 
ing in the area. 

All hunters including squir- 
rel hunters must check out at 
the check station and report 
the day’s take, before leaving 
the area. 

In all, there are 900 hunt- 
able acres in the Wi 
county conservation area. 
Hunting dates and times can 
be obtained from the ranger 
at the site, who can be 
reached by phone or by mail, 
R.R. 3, Nashville, 62263. 

For nonhunters and non- 
fishermen, the area offers 
camping with spaces both for 
tents and trailers, There is 
electricity, a trailer disposal 
and a shower building. Camp- 
ers must obtain a permit from 
the site manager before en- 
tering the campground, which 
also contains special facilities 
for group camping. However, 
groups of more than 25 need 
advance permission, either to 
camp or merely to visit the 
park. This is a general re- 
quirement enforced at all Tli- 
nois state parks and other 
areas managed by the state 
Conservation Department. 

Scattered among the scenic 
spots around the lake are sev- 
en picnic areas, with outdoor 
stoves, tables, drinking water 
and playground equipment. A 
concession stand at the lake 
sells soft drinks and sand- 
wiches as well as fishing 
tackle. 

Hikers can really test their 
enthusiasm at Washington 

County conservation area; 
the one hiking trail in the park 
runs around the entire lake 
for approximately 14 miles.

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' L6cal ‘Ya friend to busy 
families, growing children 


“Help a family develop; help 
a child grow.” 

These are among the central 
objectives of the Tri-City Area 
Young Men's Christian 
Association (YMCA), one of the 
18 local agencies partly 
financed by the United Way 
campaign launched here last 
week. 

Harold Rudolph, ‘‘Y” 
executive director, comments, 
“A family of seven children, a 
working mother, and no father 
in the home is a real life 
situation which calls for con- 
sideration and understanding. 

“For the children, who are all 
of school age, they have to look 
after one another until mother 
comes home from work on some 
days. 

“They also miss the father 
and the direction, love and 
understanding only a father can 
give. 

“One of the younger boys who 
is growing physically at a fast 
pace in height and weight has 
some -difficulty adjusting to 
what is happening to him, and it 
affects his relations with others. 

“All of the children have lots 
of energy and a variety of in- 
tetests, with little money to be 
considerate of each one in- 
dividually. 

“The mother came to the 
YMCA, 2001 Edison Ave., and 
asked if we could help her. 

“The ‘Y’ family plan was 
explained, and she indicated 
that she could handle it on 
monthly payments if it would 
provide for all of her children to 
receive swimming lessons, 
enjoy fun swims, and attend 
different classes based on the 
children’s interest—swimming, 
judo, wrestling, gymnastics, 
dance. 

“When we explained how we 
could accomplish it for her, she 
was most pleased. 

“The staff leadership was 
notified about the children, and 
some of them have taken a 
special interest in one of the 
youngsters—to act as a father 
figure for a boy. 

“Other staff members have 
set a program to aid the boy 
who is experiencing rapid 
growth in understanding what is 
happening to him 

“When the mother reviewed 
the YMCA schedule, she figured 
out that she could have her 
children come to the ‘Y’ three 
days of the week after school 
and be involyed in activities 
they enjoy. She can pick them 


up when she finished work and 
is on her way home. 

“She exclaimed, ‘The ‘Y’ is 
not_only cheaper than a baby 
sitter, it is providing growth 
experiences. for the children 
when they need them the 
most’.”” 

“The YMCA has been in- 
volved in helping another young 
boy whose mother has been 
hard pressed to know what to do 
for him. Although he is only 
seven, he is very active, a 
bundle of energy, who never 
seems to tire. 

“He was disruptive in minor 


ways in the neighborhood.to the 
point that his mother wanted to 
get him into some program that 
would allow him a constructive 
use of ‘his energy,” Rudolph 
continued. f 

“She came to us and talked to 
a staff member who recom- 
mendedia membership and also 
outlined activities that would 
require a lot of his energy. 

“He is in a judo program that 
meets twice a week, a gym- 
nastics program that meets 
twice a week, a swimming class 
that meets weekly and a special 
time when he comes to the gym

Elston was captured two days 
later hiding in the Bend Road 
fire station near Horseshoe 
Lake, still wearing — his 
prisoner’s clothing.

10 on trial in rail yard thefts 


A federal jury in Alton began 
hearing testimony Monday in 
the trial of 10 of 28 men indicted 
in February in connection with 
the thefts of items valued at 
more than $1.7 million from 
railroad cars in the Madison 
yards between 1971 and 1973. 

Thefts included ammunition, 
auto tires, liquor and cigarettes, 
air conditioners, garbage 
disposals, auto batteries, 
televisions, copper and other 
items. 

Of nine Quad-City area men 
indicted in February, five have 
pleaded guilty and the 
remaining four are among nine 
who will be tried later. None are 
involved in the present trial. 

U.S. District Judge Robert D. 
Morgan has reserved about two 
and one-half weeks for the trial. 
U.S. District Attorney Donald 
B. Mackay and Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Max Goodwin have 
indicated they may call as 
many as 105 witnesses, if 
necessary 

In testimony yesterday, Joel 
H. Koen of Edwardsville, a 
former Terminal Railroad 
Association policeman, refused 
to answer questions on the 
grounds of possible self in- 
crimination until Mackay 
proposed granting him im- 
munity for his testimony and 
Judge Morgan accepted the 
immunity petition. 

Koen then told the jury he had 
acted as a lookout for other 
Terminal employes while they 
looted boxcars of cigarettes and 
tires. He alleged he knew 
firsthand of participation in the 
thefts by tive ‘lerminal 
Railroad employes. 

He named David M. Nord- 
strom, 32, Wood River, William 
T. Ryan, 33, Collinsville, Donald 
R. Carlyle, 27, Collinsville, 
Thomas “Pancho” Reyes, 50, 
Belleville, and Glenn A 
Frederick, Caseyville. 

Koen said Nordstrom, then a 
yard clerk, first had ap- 
proached him in the fall of 1971 
and the two of them stole two 
casks of wine from a boxcar. 

About 10 days later, Koen was 
paid $100 by Nordstrom for not 
patrolling one area of the rail 
yards for an hour. Later Nord- 
strom told him cigarettes had 
been taken during his absénce, 
Koen alleged 

He said he also was a lookout 
as Ryan and Carlyle stole tires 
from a boxcar and he sub- 
sequently was paid $100 in a 
Madison tavern. He served as 
lookout twice in the summer of

Charles Schweizer, 
executive director of the 
Southern [Illinois Univer- 
sity Foundation at Ed- 
wardsville, says he has 
always enjoyed reading 
about bees. 

“Why not have my own 
beehive, I asked myself 
three years ago,”’ the 
retired U.S. Army colonel 
said. ‘I’m trying to 
develop this interest in 
bees into a_ full-time 
hobby. When I go into 
second retirement, I 
don’t want to rust away. 
I want to shatter the 
myth that you can't 
teach an old dog new 
tricks.”” 


Schweizer started with 
a hive he painted white. 
The following year, his 
wife Eleanor decided to 
share her husband's 
hobby. She likes blue, so 
her hive was painted blue. 
A year ago, they started 
“our” hive and it seemed 


logical to paint it red. 

Members of the Illinois 
Beekeepers Association in 
Springfield, the Schweizers 
soon discovered many bee- 
keepers in Madison County 
share their interest in 
these insects, often de- 
scribed as “‘social colonial.” 

“At the height of the 
season—June—there are 
70,000 bees in each hive. 
It slims down in the winter 
to from 6,000 to 7,000," 
Schweizer said. 

“Bees are a very con- 
trolled society,” he ex- 
plained, ‘‘a real woman's 
society. When it starts to 
get cold, male bees are 
eliminated. They are 
kicked out to freeze. This 
is also true of old hees. 

“When the queen bee is 
impregnated, it’s for 
life," Schweizer continued. 
“Her life span is about 
five years. At her maxi- 
mum, she lays 2,000 eggs 
each da: 

“Bees can regulate the 
sex,’’ he said. ‘‘When the 
queen lays eggs in the 
spring, the bees feed 
certain of the larva (worm) 
with a particular kind of 
food which makes that bee 
a male. When the queen 
gets old or the hive is 
crowded, a special type cell 
is constructed. That larva 
is fed what is called royal 
jelly, and it becomes a 
queen bee. This new 
queen replaces the old. If 
the hive is crowded, the 
old queen takes a number 
of her followers and flies 
to a new area—this is 
called swarming. The bees 
swarm only if the hive is 
crowded. 

It isn’t cheap to be a 
beekeeper, the Schweizers 
have discovered. In three 
years, they have produced 
14 gallons of honey at a 
cost of approximately 
$21.50 per gallon. They 
don’t sell it, just give it 
away in their own jars 
under their own label.

State owns 26% 
of park land 


‘The state has acquired 812.17 
acres of land in the Horseshoe 
Lake area where a new state 
park is being developed, it was 
disclosed this week by State 
Sen.

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708 board disagrees on budget items 


Disagreements were com- 
mon, but the Madison County 
Mental Health (708) Board 
managed to hammer out a new 
budget Monday night. 

The new document, which has 
yet to be approved by the 
Madison County Board, calls for 
expenditures of $607,828 in the 
next fiscal year which begins 
Dec, 1. The total is nearly 
$100,000 higher than last year’s 
budget. 

After lengthy debates on 
several items, the board 
managed to trim more than 
$90,000 from the original 
tentative document, including 
elimination of a $15,000 plan to 
hire a coordinator. 

The coordinator post has been 
vaeant since David Buchheim 
was dismissed, or his post 
dissolved, in September 1971. 
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Board member Ralph Yemm 
contended Monday night that all 
708 programs were operated on 
contractual agreements and 
there was no need for a coor- 
dinator. 

The $15,000 would have been 
only for his salary. Mileage and 
other expenses would have 
increased that figure, he 
argued. 

Yemm’s talk was followed 
directly by one from Edwin F 
Reiske of Granite City, a board 
member, who supported 
Yemm's feelings on the issue 

Chairman Wayne 
Bridgewater, who had strongly 
supported restoring the coor- 
dinator post, then dropped the 
coordinator appropriation

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Government in Medicine: The Future

The people of the United 
States, through their 
government, are entering 
more and more into the 
business. of medicine. 
The provision of medicine 
through the government is 
not new; we have provided 
medical facilities to-~ the 
armed forces, which the 
President and members of 
Congress share, and we 
now provide government- 
sponsored medicine for 
many of the poor and aged 
through Medicare and 
Medicaid. 

The next step is to in- 
clude the middle class. 
Middle-class families have 
some money, but not 
enough to cover the large 
expenses of some kinds of 
illness. Middle-class 
families have been driven 
to poverty, and even 
bankruptcy, because their 
medical expenses were 
larger than the amount 
covered by their medical 
insurance. In addition, 
families have lost their 
homes and other assets. 
Occasionally, healthy mem- 
bers of families are forced 
to retire early in order to 
care for others who are ill. 

Less than 50 per cent of 
the population has medical 
coverage for a long illness, 
and even ordinary medical 
expenses have gone up 
In a five year period, the 
average cost of a visit to 
the doctor has gone up by 
about 80 per cent. There 
are other areas of concern 
besides the dollar cost of 
the business of medicine. 
The poor and elderly should 
be provided with their 
medicine in a dignified way. 
Something must be done 
about providing medical 
service to small com- 
munities remote from 
cities. 

We must find ways of 
having less costly medical 
service and we must be 
able to assure ourselves 
that we are getting good 
service for our money. One 
way of reducing the cost of 
medicine is by preventive 
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medicine; that is, giving 
medical service to people 
so we decrease their chance 
of becoming ill. 

Several bills have been 
passed by the Congress and 
signed by former President 
Nixon that would help 
provide. cheaper medical 
service, make preventive 
medicine more common, 
and monitor the services 
being provided. These 
bills establish govern- 
ment aid for Health 
Maintenance Organizations 
(HMO's) and Professional 
Standard Review Organi- 
zations (PSRO’s) 

The HMO’s consist of 
groups of doctors who 
offer fairly complete health 
services for their members. 
Membership fees in some 
cases are paid directly to 
HMO's, and to insurance 
companies in others. The 
HMO's can be organized in 
rural communities, and it 
is hoped they will provide 
cheaper services by en- 
couraging preventive 
medicine. 

The PSRO's are intended 
to cut costs of Medicare 
and Medicaid by monitor- 
ing the charges: physicia’ 
place on their services. 
They are considered con- 
troversial by many phy- 
sicians because, they claim, 
doctors will be discouraged 
from practicing the best 
medicine they know how 


But new health care mea- 
sures such as Medicare and 
Medicaid have more than 
doubled the annual rate of 
increase of hospital costs. 
Unless the increase of costs 
is checked, government 
medical plans will not help 
the public. 

A large number of bills 
are being considered in the 
Congress which would 
provide either private 
medical insurance or 
government medical 
service. Of these bills, 
only two are important 
now. One was endorsed by 
ex-President Nixon and the 
other by Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy and Rep. Wilbur 
Mills. 

Ex-President Nixon en- 
dorsed a bill by which 
private insurance would be 
guaranteed to all full- 
time workers through their 
jobs. The workers would 
have to pay for small 
medical expenses them- 
selves, but the insurance 
would take care of large 
medical expenses 

Those who are unem- 
ployed, self-employed, or 
employed part-time would 
get government help in 
paying for their insurance. 
Insurance for the poor 
would be paid for by the 
government. 

The Kennedy-Mills bill 
is similar to the Nixon bill 
in the benefits it provides. 
It differs in the way the 
insurance premiums would 
be collected, through an 
increase in Secial Security 
taxes. The money would 
then be paid to private 
insurance companies. 

We can look forward to a 
future in which we pay our 
medical expenses with 
some help from the govern- 
ment. Many of us_ will 
belong to group medical 
organizations. The charges 
for medical services will be 
reviewed by some public 
body. In the future, we 
will find a practical method 
to support the idea that 
everyone is entitled to 
good health 


Let’s Get Back to Essentials

It has now been ‘about 
two decades since higher 
education went lusting 
after strange gods. The 
fist is long: rampant 
growth, pointless innova- 
tion, naive relevance, 
political militancy, insti- 
tutional proliferation, 
administrative consolida- 
tion, Federal grants, 
academic markets, student. 
activism, teacher evalua- 
tion and now affirmative 
action. 

Scattered across the 
nation’s’ landscape were 
the modest and shaded 
enclaves of colleges and 
universities, mostly older 
edifices of considerable 
charm, peopled by young_ 
and older scholars. The 
bright and motivated, the 

ffluent and virtually 
indigent, the privileged and 
Qnderprivileged, by one 
means or another joined 
in the intellectual adven- 
ture. Through public or 
private institutions they 
knew that their talents and 
efforts and the instructors 
who guided them were 
tested against a_ single 
standard: intellectual 
merit. 

Faculty were hired on 
merit, not quotas; students 
survived through academic 
effort, not activism. 
Nothing was_ perfect. 
Frustrations, if real, were 
modest. Students knew 
who they were and what 
éonfronted them. They 
were educated for its own 
gake, not targeted for a 

ic market. Students 
and faculty, rightly or 
wrongly, felt they had 
some influence over their 
own destinies. 

As enrollment. declines, 
the temptation is to 
expand the perjphery at 
the expense of the liberal 
arts core. It is a hard time 
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to talk of high or higher 
academic standards, of 
persuading students, 
faculty and administration 
that traditional education 
is now more essential than 
ever, and that the turbu- 
lence of the last two 
decades in higher education 
was not exclusively or 
even primarily of higher 
education's creation, but 
the consequence of being 
pressured to serve too 
many loose ends. Too 
many of us tacitly con- 
curred that colleges were 
knowledge factories de- 
signed to fabricate .solu- 
tions for every transient 
crisis and every chronic 
illness felt by the body pol- 
itic. All problems could be 
conveyed to the specialist. 

Higher education must 
now subside to its tradi- 
tional channels because it 
must appeal once again to 
younger and older scholars, 
freed of the complex of 
drives and inhibitions 
imposed externally, and 
freely re-dedicate itself to 
no other end than academic 
merit. 


Professional and tech- 
nical schools, perhaps 


t the opinions of the faculty or administrators of SIUE.) 


more financially resilient 
in the current climate, 
should join in a unified 
effort to rehabilitate and 
reintegrate the liberal 
arts and return campuses 
to the happier days of 
civility and intellectual 
enterprise. The present 
course, if pursued, will 
make higher education 
entirely peripheral and, 
having no central core or 
unity, it will break up into 
local warring constituen- 
cies. There will then be 
nothing universal in uni- 
versities and nothing 
collegiate in colleges. 

Trustees, | superboards 
and administrations should 
cease to perceive of higher 
education as another 
commodity market and 
should also cease to fund 
any well meant, untested 
novelty at the expense of 
traditional, established 
studies. 

Administrators should 
abandon simplistic credit 
hour formulae for figuring 
what higher education is 
worth. If it truly is higher 
education, it is a priceless 
experience at bargain rates 
for those eligible and 
interested. 

Faculties obsessed with 
grantmanship and épn- 
sultancies with no_pérti- 
nence to student needs and 
little pertinence to dis- 
interested scholarship 
shotild return to their 
proper contractual obliga- 
tions. 

Students excessively 
preoccupied with teacher 
evaluation should expend 
a higher proportion of 
their considerable talents 
and energies in legitimate 
pursuits of scholarship.

The Granite City Council 
Monday night created the new 
Position of assistant city 
engineer. amid a series of 
developments in an expanding 
program of traffic safety and 
street improvements. 

The new post was set up on a 
recommendation by the 
council’s Street and Alley 
committee after Monroe 
Brewer, city engineer, said he is 
confident the city can pay a full- 


time salary for an assistant 
engineer with the money it will 
save by not hiring special 
consulting engineers “‘every 
time we develop a new project.” 

At the same time, the council 
took progressive steps to ad- 
vance a number of traffic safety 
and street improvement 
programs. The actions in- 
cluded: 

1. Authorized Mayor Paul 
Schuler to complete an 
agreement with Harland 
Bartholomew & Associates of 


St. Louis for engineering work 
on a proposal to install traffic 
lights (with left-turn signals) at 
18th Street and Madison Avenue 
as a major step in developing a 
truck route. 

2. Approved a bid call for 
installation of traffic signals at 
Manley Avenue and Nameoki 
Road in a step to relieve traffic 
congestion in the vicinity of the 
Crossroads Plaza shopping 
center. 

3. Complied with a state 
Department of Transportation

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Perinatal care improves chances for mother, baby

nancy and childbirth tradi- 
tionally have been, at best, a 
gamble, and not all the wom- 
en involved are given the 
same odds. 

Many are wagering the 
highest stakes — their own 
lives and those of their unborn 
children. Until recently, 
women expected to lose ‘a 
tooth for each baby” and 
spoke casually of “having six 
and rising three.’” A woman’s 
death ‘in childbirth surprised 
no one; it was the risk she was 
expected to run. 

With medical advances, the 
mortality . rate among 
mothers has declined sharply. 
In Dlinois in 1973, only 23 
maternal deaths were re- 
ported — deaths which oc- 
curred during pregnancy, de- 
livery, or within 90 days after 
childbirth, from some cause 
directly linked to the preg- 
nancy. 

At the same time, however, 
Mlinois with all its outstanding 
medical facilities, research 
programs, hospitals and high- 
ly skilled’ personnel, racked 
up one of the lowest ratings 
among 50 states for its sur- 
vival rate among newborns 

In 1972, the last year for 
which statistics are available, 
roughly 20 deaths occurred in 
each 1,000 live births, a stag- 
gering’ total which puts ILli- 
nois 40th among the 50 states. 

Last spring, Gov. Daniel 
Walker announced that the 
state Department of Public 
Health would begin a cam- 
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setting up a new perinatal 
program. 

Now, several months later, 
things are beginning to roll on 
that program, and Dr. James 
Paulissen, who heads up the 
perinatal program, says the 
department hopes to see it be- 
ginning to function by Jan. 1. 

In some areas, the program 
will merely be taking over 
well-established programs in 
Illinois. Since the "40s, the 
state has had a system of pre- 
mature centers around the 
State, especially geared to 
handle the special needs of in- 
fants who come into the world 
before they are ready to cope 
with its challenges and 
threats. 

Presently, the premature 
centers are located at Spring- 
field, Peoria and East St. 
Louis. While their accom- 
plishments' have often been 
amazing, the present pro- 
gram has several drawbacks, 
says Dr. Paulissen. For one 
thing, the centers are too far 
apart. Even though specially 
equipped station wagons with 
incubators are available to 
transport the newborns, and 
in cases of real emergency the 
trauma system’s helicopters 
are available, there is still a 
long distance between Wau- 
kegan and Peoria, and some 
of the little patients aren't 
able to wait. 

Too, the premature centers 
deal with infants already on 
hand; the perinatal program 
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will become interested in the 
future person at 20 weeks of 
gestation and retain that in- 
terest until the newborn infant 
is 28 days old. 

Obviously, this early period 
is going to involve the mother 
as well, and expanded care 
for “‘high risk” mothers is al- 
so part of the perinatal pro- 
gram. 

As a first step toward set- 
ting up the program, stand- 
ards for a perinatal center 
were adopted, and circulated 
among Illinois hospitals. Ap- 
proximately 20 of these indi- 
cated interest in being part of 
the program and were asked 
to provide detailed informa- 
tion about their present facili- 
ties and capabilities. 

Standards set for paiticipa- 
tion are so high, Dr. Paulissen 
said, that there is not a hospi- 
tal in the state which could 
qualify outright at this time, 
though some are ‘quite 
close’’ he said. 

Among the requirements 
will be a provision that the 
center must offer an “out- 
reach" educational program, 
and must provide consultation 
for any hospital in the area it 
serves. Perinatal centers will 
also be required to have an af- 
filiation with a medical school 
—a proviso that may raise 
difficulties in locating a 
southern Dlincis center in the 
St. Louis-E. St. Louis area. 

An initial appropriation of 

$2.5 million has been made to 
set the program in operation, 
including the continued fi- 
Phancing of the existing pre- 
” mature centers until they can 
be incorporated into the peri- 
natal setup. 

One of the first aims of the 
new program will be to identi- 
fy the prospective problem 
before it occurs, that is, to 
identify the “high risk’’ 
mother. These, says Dr. 
Paulissen, include women 
over 35 having their first 
child; mothers who have pre- 
viously miscarried; prospec- 
tive mothers who have identi- 
fied medical problems of their 
own, like heart or kidney dis- 
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eases; expectant mothers 
who are 15 years and under, 
and mothers who already 
have had four or five children. 
In this latter class, he said, 
the risk goes up with each 
subsequent pregnancy, so the 
woman expecting her eighth 
-or ninth child is statistically a 
much higher risk patient than 
the woman expecting her sec- 
ond or third. 

Not all expectant mothers 
in the “high risk" category 
will be expected to go to a 
perinatal center if trouble is 
anticipated, Dr. Paulissen 
stressed. In many cases, this 
would cause severe hardship 
since the pregnant woman 
might have to leave her home 
and other small children a 
week or more before her new 
baby is due, in order to be 
sure she is there when the 
time comes. Instead, he said, 
in many cases there will be 
comparatively simple things 
which can be done at her local 
hospital, such aS making ar- 
rangements to keep the in- 
fant's temperature from 
dropping 

In some cases, however, 
where serious difficulties 
such as blood exchanges, can 
be seen ahead of time, the 
prospective mother may be 
urged to enter the perinatal 
center to deliver her baby, 
where sophisticated equip- 
ment and highly trained per- 
sonnel will be on hand. 

Growth of the perinatal con- 
cept of medical care, Dr. 
Paulissen said, is leading to 
expanding areas of medical 
specialization already, with 
the emergence of ‘‘neonatolo- 
gists” and “perinatal ob- 
Stetricians" who will be spe- 
cialists among the specialists. 

Comparable approaches 
have been tried in other na- 
tions, he said, with admirable 
results. The lowest infant 
mortality rates in the world 
are in the Scandinavian coun- 
tries and the Low Countries, 
where maternal and child 
health programs are well es- 
tablished. .An experimental 
program now being conducted 
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in Canada, he said, requires 
each pregnancy to be regis- 
tered as soon as it is deter- 
mined, and the mother and 
the development of her child 
then come under such a com- 
prehensive health plan: He 
stressed, however, he was not 
advocating such a Program in 
Dlinois, or anywhere in the 
United States. 


Under the perinatal pro- 
gram, more attention will be 
paid to the baby, checking be- 
fore its birth for possible 
problems, and monitoring it 
far more closely after birth. 

Presently, once the baby is 
born, he said, it frequently is 
just put into a crib and medi- 
cal attention focused on the 
mother, with the baby “‘sort of 
forgotten over there” for a 


while. At this critical stage, 
serious difficulties might go 
unnoticed, he said. In the new 
concept, some of the delivery 
room staff will occupy them- 
selves with the newborn in- 
fant, checking for tempera- 
ture, blood sugar levels and 
other medical signposts which 
can signal developing prob- 
lems. 

The newborn infant will also

Seek court test of 
tax collection fees 


State School Supt. Michael J 
Bakalis said Tuesday a new 
state law allowing counties to 
charge fees for collecting taxes 
“adds one more financial strain 
on the state's already money- 
troubled -schools."" He said the 
law should have its con- 
stitutionality challenged in the 
courts, 

Bakalis said he has asked 
Illinois Attorney General 
William Scott to launch such a 
court challenge of the law. He 
added in his letter to Scott that 
the proposed new fee would 
“pervert the purpose for the 
collection of educational funds 
from benefiting the school 
districts to alleviating the costs 
of performing a governmental 
function, i.e., the collection of 
taxes. 
would be deceiving 
payers. 

The law in question was 
passed in the 1974 session of the 
State General Assembly and 
was signed into law in August. 

According to the new 
measure, county tax collectors 
may assess a charge against 
local taxing districts to help 
defray the cost of collections, 
The charge is to be proportional 


to tax-

Besides these factors, Bakalis 
said, the new law is on “shaky 
constitutional grounds.” 

“Even ina layman’s view, the 
new law is in serious, if not 
blatant, conflict with both the 
letter and intent of the Local 
Government Article of the 1970 
state constitution,” he said. 

Article VII; Section 9 (a) 
states: ‘Fees shall not be based 
upon funds distributed or 
collected nor upon the levy or 
extension of taxes."” 

“While no single person or 
group was at serious fault in 
promoting this particular law— 
counties after all have to be 
paid for collecting taxes—there 
has to be a more constitutional 
and more equitable manner to 
pay those costs," Bakalis said 

Before the 1970 constitution 
prohibited fees for collections, it 
was a common practice for 
counties to raise considerable 
amounts of revenue through the 
charges. 

Bakalis urged school boards, 
school administrators and 
teachers to “render whatever 
assistance is appropriate in our 
efforts to nullify the effects of 
this law," which he said puts an 
“unbearable strain on our 
schools.”

Legislation calls for 
replacing Alton dam 


Cong. Melvin Price (D-23rd 
Ill. Dist.) and Cong. Paul 
Findiey (R-20th Ill. Dist.) in- 
troduced legislation Monday to 
grant Congressional approval of 
construction of a new Alton 
Lock and Dam 26. 

A U.S. District Court judge 
has granted an injunction 
blocking construction of the 
replacement facility on several 
grounds, one of which was that 
Congressional approval of the 
project is required by: law 

The court action contends 
that passage of an ap- 
propriation bill for the project 
does not constitute 
Congressional approval unless 
a corresponding authorization 
will is also passed. 

“This is an important case,” 
said Cong. Price, “in that it 
elevates the procedural rules of 
the House to the status of the 
law of the land.”* 

House rules provide that as a 
matter of legislative procedure, 
an appropriation for a project is 
first “‘authorized"' by a separate 
bill before the appropriation bill 


is passed. 
“In this case,"' Price said, 


“the judge is telling Congress 
that even though it passed a law 
clearly stating that certain 
funds are appropriated for 
construction of Alton Lock and 
Dam 26, Congress does not 
approve of the appropriation of 
these funds 

“Though this reasoning is a 
matter for continued sub- 
tantial debate,’’ said Price, 

ve are introducing a bill to 


eliminate this judicial im- 
pediment to proceeding with the 
project by specifically stating 
the approval of Congress in 
accordance with the 
requirements of the judge's 
decision, for the project is 
esséntial to the national as well 
as loca] economy. 

“Afton Lock and Dam 26 is 
vital to all shipping tran 
sportation on the Mississippi 
and Ilinois Rivers above St. 
Louis," he said. 

“It also means thousands of 
jobs which are desperately 
needed in the Madison-St. Clair 
Counties area.” 

Another ground for granting 
the injunction was that there 
were certain alleged 
deficiencies in the en- 
vironmental impact statement 
required by the National 
Environmental Policy Act. 

“The legislation we are in- 
troducing does not relieve the 
Army Corps of Engineers from 
correcting deficiencies in the 
environméntal impact 
statement,”” . the local 
congressman said, “and the 
Corps is currently working on 
this aspect of the problem and 
should submit a_ revised 
statement in the very near 
future."” 

Cong. Price indicated there 
may not be enough time 
remaining in this session of 
Congress to act on the 
legislation. 

“The bill is designed to serve 
notice on Congressional concern 
and intent to resolve the matter 
in a timely fashion,” he noted.

Stamp focuses on 
aid to retarded

Mrs. Audrey Lewis, president 
of the Tri-City Area Association 
for Retarded, will be at the 
Granite City Post Office early 
Tuesday morning to purchase 
the first postage stamp to be 
issued which focuses attention 
on the needs of mentally 
retarded people. 

The local association officer 
said, “The issuance of this 
stamp is truly a milestone for 
our country’s six million 
mentally retarded citizens 
and for the people who work 
on their behalf. 

“We believe it will be an 
excellent medium for focusing 
national attention on the needs 
of mentally retarded people 
nationwide.” 

Throughout the country of- 
ficials of state and local 
associations dedicated to aiding 
the retarded are planning to 
purchase stamps and limited 
edition folders commemorating 
the issuance early Tuesday. 

Governors of several states 
and local mayors will be 
presented with commemorative 
stamps and folders in ob- 
servance of the event, Mrs. 
Lewis said. 

Public sale of the 
“Retarded Children Can Be 
Helped” postage stamp will 
climax efforts to secure such 
a stamp dating back to 1965. 
The stamp is one of about 20 
commemorative stamps 
issued this year out of over 
3,000 such requests, Mrs. 
Lewis explained. 

A commemorative stamp is 
officially described as one 
issued to mark a special oc- 
casion, or to honor a selected 
person, thing, idea, group or 
event. Such stamps are sold for 
a limited time only. 

The history of the stamp goes 
back to 1965 when the Oregon 
Association for Retarded 
Children formally proposed 
such a stamp, Mrs. Lewis said. 

U.S Senators Maurine 
Neuberger, Edward M. Ken- 
nedy and the late Robert F. 
Kennedy quickly supported the 
idea and, in 1966, the three 
joined forces to co-sponsor a 
Senate bill urging that a stamp 
be developed and issued 


In 1973, the concept of such a 
stamp was approved by the 
Citizens Stamp Advisory 
Committee and the project was 
officially under way. 

Paul Calle of Stamford, 
Conn., was commissioned to 
create the art work for the 
stamp. 

The artist’s previous works 
included the famous two- 
piece Space Walk Stamps 
issued in 1967, the historic 
First Man of the Moon 
Commemorative, and the 
Robert Frost Com- 
memorative issued in March 
of this year. 

Six months ago the official 
design of the stamp was un- 
veiled “to the public in 
ceremonies at Arlington, Tex., 
headquarters for the National 
Association for Retarded 
Citizens (NARC)._ 

The 10-cent, fight brown 
stamp features a small girl 
clasping an adult hand to her 
cheek and bears in dark brown 
print the legend ‘Retarded 
Children Can Be Helped.” For 
20 years, the words comprised 
the slogan of NARC, formerly 
the National Association for 
Retarded Children. 

Mrs. Lewis said the U.S. 
Postal Service and NARC 
jointly conducted a special 
ceremony at Arlington, Tex., 
for the print run of 150 million 
stamps which will go on. sale 
Tuesday at post offices 
throughout the country.

Stevenson tells GC shared revenue is uneven, 
costly to state, erodes direct accountability 


Granite City aldermen, who 
have been among those ad- 
vocating continuation of federal 
revenue sharing, were advised 
Monday night that U.S. Senator 
Adlai E. Stevenson III, Illinois 
Democrat, opposes tHe 
program. 

Indicating surprise at the 
council 
members filed his letter. 

Stevenson feels Illinois has 
been short-changed in the 
amount of shared revenue. His 
letter follows: 

“Thank you for telling me of 
your support for the~ con- 
tinuation of general revenue 
sharing. 

“I have opposed general 
revenue sharing and enclose a 
copy of a speech I made two 
years ago in the Senate that. 
outlines my objections to the 
program. 

“The federal government can 
ill afford to finance general 
revenue sharing; it has no 
revenues to share. 

“And it is a bad bargain for 
Illinois. 

“Illinois taxpayers con- 
tributed $365 million to finance 
the first year of general revenue 
sharing. But the state and its 
localities received back only 
$250 million — a net loss of $115 
million in the first year alone 

“Simultaneously, the 
Administration has refused to 
spend funds appropriated by 
Congress for other badly needed 


programs, including social 
services, housing, education, 
rural’ development and en- 
vironmental protection. 

“Because of impoundments, 
Illinois has lost over $500 million 
alone in funds earmarked by 
Congress for construction of 
local waste treatment facilities. 

“Revenue sharing has not 
proved to be a solution to any 
urgent concern, including tax 
relief. If anything, it has 
sharpened the uneven and 
irrational distribution of our 
resources. 

“The federal government has 
a duty to make the best possible 
uses of the funds it collects. I 
have long been convinced that 
few problems are solved by 
money alone; all general 
revenue sharing offers is 
money. 

“I believe federal aid to states 
and localities can best be ac- 
complished by reforming and 
consolidating grant-in-aid 
programs, eliminating the red 
tape and, in general, aiding 
state and local governments 
and local taxpayers in more 
effective ways. 

“General revenue sharing 
adds a new layer of red tape, as 
many local governments are 
discovering. 

“The federal government 
could reform the welfare 
system — or provide general 
aid to education. 

“It could provide more state 


and local, financial assistance _ 


and achieve some national 
purposes, too. ~ 

“The ‘entire concept of 
general revenue sharing 
seriously disturbs me. It 
threatens to make state and 
local governments depen- 
dencies of the federal govern- 
ment. 

“It is a prescription for weak 
and unaccountable government 
at all levels. 

“Clearly, it makes it more 
difficult ‘for the federal 
government to'shoulder its 
responsibilities, including its 
responsibility for a sound fiscal 
program to control inflation. 

“As a former state treasurer 
and state representative, I feel 
the more strongly about the 
dangers of one government 
spending the revenues collected 
by another. 

“A form of revenue sharing 
was tried in Andrew Jackson's 
time with unfortunate results. 

“Since then, the idea has 
always been rejected out of 
hand. Frankly, I believe it 
would not have been enacted 
this time except for election 
year pressures and the 
President's misrepresenta- 
tions.

Deadlines for grants 


November application 
deadlines prevail for a number 
of ‘research grants and 
fellowships offered by vatious 
foundations and agencies, 
according to the Office of 
Research and Projects of the 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville Graduate School. 

The National Endowment for 
the Humlanities (NEH) has 
announced a Nov. 1 deadline for 
two education programs— 
project grants and planning 
grants. NEH also has set Nov. 
18 as the deadline for its 
research grants program. 
Special interest will be given to 
projects that may contribute to 


the Bicentennial of the 
American Revolution. 

NEH has annow 2 new 
program entitled “Fellowships 
in Residence,” intended for 
teachers at smaller private and 
state institutions who are 
primarily - concerned with 
developing their abilities as 
teachers of the humanities. 
Proposals must be submitted by 
Nov. 18. 

Another NEH program is the 
Youthgrants in the Humanities, 
which requires that young 
people must. carry the major 
responsibility for the project's 
initiation, development and 
execution.

Inflation, taxes 
worry businesses 


Inflation, government 
spending and taxation are the 
top worries of Illinois business 
men and women, according to a 
new survey taken by the Illinois 
State Chamber of. Commerce. 

The statewide business 
organization surveyed its/19,000 
members to find out“ what's 
bothering them about the 
present state'of the economy 
and other national concerns. 

“All three of our members’ 
top concerns are tied into one 
villain government spen- 
ding,’ State Chamber 
President Lester W. Brann Jr. 
said this week. 

“If the runaway trend of 
government spending — fed by 
higher and higher taxes — can 
be curtailed, we'll go a long way 
toward solving this country’s 
inflation problems.” 

Other priority concerns 
voiced by ISCC members in the 
order of their importance were: 
power of labor unions, 
profitability and economic 
survival, productivity, material 
shortages, modernization of 
government, ethics in govern- 
ment, anti-business attitudes, 
political action of businessmen 
and consumer issues. 

Energy-related questions 
drew a strong response from 
surveyed firms. A majority 
agreed that pollution control 
regulations result in a reduction 
of jobs, and two- 
recognized a need to li 
reduce the consumption of 
energy fuels. 

A question of whether every 
effort should be made to use 
Illinois coal reserves drew a 20 
to 1 response in the affirmative. 
A similar margin thought 
progress has been made in 
eliminating’ pollution problems 
over the past decade, 

The need for additional 
government incentive for 
capital investment in energy 
expansion, conservation and 
environmental — improvement 
was voiced by a 3 to 1 ratio of 
respondents. 

Responsibility for fuel 
shortages was laid on present 
environmental controls by a 
majority of individuals ‘sur- 
veyed. 

The topic of government 
controls over business brought 
expressions of opposition to 
increased regulation. A 
majority said increased rule- 
making power by the Federal 
Trade Commission will affect 
their business, and a large 
majority opposed enactment of 
state land use zoning controls. 


State and local government 
controls were strongly 
preferred over federal 
jurisdiction of programs. 

Two-thirds thought state 
government should administer 
and enforce pollution control 
regulations, while a similar 
proportion opposed 
federalization of workmen's 
and unemployment com- 
pensation programs. 

‘A majority felt local-level 
government does a good job of 
solving its problems, and a 
majority said ‘rural com- 
munities weren’t getting their 
fair share of state and federal 
monies. 

On other issues, three em- 
ployers to one thought students 
weren't well-prepared to enter 
the work force, and the opinion 
that Watergate, will lessen 
business interest in par- 
ticipating in future political 
campaigns was voiced by a 2 to 
1 margin of executives,

Individuals can conserve much energy; Sen. Percy suggests-a little list a 


Senator Charles H. Percy (R- 
Ill.) has sent President Ford a 
list of energy conservation 
Suggestions which Americans 
might follow in the nation’s 
volunteer effort to curb energy 
consumption, 

In a letter to the President, 
Percy said the solution to much 
of the country’s energy problem 
lies within the capacity of the 
American people. 

“By voluntarily adopting a 
variety of conservation 
measures, we will not only save 
energy, but will also savé 
money'— a worthwhile double 
goal in these inflationary 
times,” ‘he wrote to Ford. 

Percy said he compiled the 
list with the aid of his staff from 
energy conservation 
suggestions that were made and 
practiced beginning last winter 
during the Arab oil embargo. 

“President Ford’s call for 
voluntary energy conservation 
at the recent economic summit 
in Washington gives every 
American the responsibility -to 
participate in a national effort 
to save energy and fight in- 
flation,”” Perey commented. 


“As the President said, we 
can. all charge  energy- 
consumption habits that will 
have little effect on our health 
and happiness but will help save 
precious resources.” 

Percy urged Illinoisans to 
adopt the energy conservation 
suggestions and submit ad- 
ditional suggestions to his office 
in Washington and to President 
Ford at the White House. The 
suggestions include energy 
conservation tips for the home 
and office and in the use of cars. 

Percy also urged citizens to 
encourage energy conservation 
in public buildings, such as 
schools and local government 
offices. 

His suggestions for voluntary 
energy conservation follow: 

IN THE HOME: 

(1) Set thermostats down to 
about 68-70 degrees in the 
daytime (lower if nobody is 
home) and 65-67 degrees at 
night. Z 

(2) Cover outside of windows 
with clear plastic if there are no 
storm windows. 

(3) Check to see if there is 
adequate insulation on the attic 


Farm leases explained

‘The question is often asked as 
to the type of farm leasing 
arrangement that should be 
used in Madison County. 

This’ will depend on the 
productivity of the soil. The 
most ¢ommon leasing 
arrangement in .Madison 
County has been the 1-3 - 2-3 oral 
lease. 

Franklin Reiss, speaker at a 
farm leasing meeting in 
Madison County, conducted a 
survey of persons attending the 
meeting. Out of 23 responding to 
the survey form, 19 were using a 
1-3 - 2-3 leasing arrangement. 

Only one indicated using a 
cash lease, one a ' - \ lease 
and two a 2-5 - 3-5 lease

Forget the cylinders—how 
many decibels in your car?

If the state Pollution Control 
Board adopts noise regulations 
for motor vehicles recently 
Proposed by the Illinois 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, a whole new numbers 
game may be initiated. 

After Dec. 31, 1975, the driver 
buying a brand new car in 
Illinois might not be so in- 
terested in whether it was the 
“Belchfire 8’? model, or 
whether it was the “mini- 
decibel 11”? 

Further public hearings still 
have to be held on the proposed 
regulations, and the board has 
the authority to alter or amend 
them before adoption. 

But as proposed, they would 
for the first time require 
vehicles to have vehicle noise 
numbers, or maximum sound 
levels, which could not be ex- 
ceeded. 2 

Those who have had their 
sleep shattered, or the baby 


awakened, by the hot rod or . 


cycle with no muffler may be 
happy to hear that another 
section of the proposed 
regulations will require that all 
vehicles now in use have 
adequate mufflers, which must 
be maintained. Mufflers 
designed to increase instead of 
muffle noise would be illegal. 

Permissible amounts of noise 
would be classified by a “‘@Ba"” 
system which will range up- 
ward from zero, considered to 
be the lowest sound the ear 
unaided can hear, such as the 
rustling of leaves.

Three major areas were 
studied before the regulations 
were compiled, according to Dr. 
Richard H. Briceland, state 
EPA director. : 

They included the extent to 
which motor vehicle noise af- 
fects people's speech, com- 
munication and sleep, as well as 
possible hearing damage and 
general annoyance, and the 
technical and economic 
feasibility of the proposed 
limits.’ 

Under the dBa system, an 
auto traveling at 35 miles an 
hour or less would not be per- 
mitted to exceed 74dBa, while a 
car going over 35 miles an hour 
would have a limit of 82 dBa: 

Trucks weighing more than 
24,000 pounds, moving slower 
than 35 miles an hour, would 
have a limit of 86 dBa, while the 
same vehicle moving at more 
than 35 miles an hour would 
have a limit of 90 dBa. 

Other limits falling between 
those two would govern buses, 
motorcycles and medium and 


«light weight trucks, 


These would be enforced 
primarily by state and local 
police. * 

The office of the secretary of 
state and the Illinois EPA would 
have chief responsibility for 
enforcing those ections 
governing new vehicles, 
manufactured after Dec. 31, 
1975. 

On Jan.:1, 1978, even more 
stringent regulations would go 
into effect, as new car designs 
permitting a greater reduction 
of noise becomes available. 


“Sound is a vital part‘of our 
existence,’’ Briceland said, 
“but too often noise interferes 
with our speech and sleep and 
can damage our hearing. Such 
regulations as we have 
proposed will give us needed 
protection. 

“I encourage all Illinois 
citizens to become informed 
concerning how noise affects'us, 
and to help in adoption of the 
regulations,” he concluded. 


Archaeological resources 
under study at Mounds 


Commuting from Wisconsin 
to Illinois to Missouri is all part 
of the job for Miss Elizabeth 
Benchley. 

A graduate student at the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Milwaukee, Miss Benchley 
serves as chief investigator of a 
National Park Service project 
in establishing a cultural 
resource overview of the 
metropolitan St, Louis area. 

Her current base is the 
Cahokia Mounds State Park. 
Here she will be assessing the 
archaeological resources of the 
area and determining the. 
potential impact of future 


landuse on these prehistoric 
cultural resources. 

The study has several pur- 
poses, Not only will it provide a 
basis for decision making, in 
regard to the preservation of 
salvage. of endangered sites, it 
will develop methods useful in 
establishing future policies for 
cultural resource management, 

The evaluation will take one 
year to complete. Included in 
the study are Madison, St. Clair, 
and Monroe counties in Illinois, 
and Jefferson, St. Louis, and St. 
Charles counties in Missouri. A 
similar project also is under 
way in the Boston area.

Collinsyille © Herald—The 
Newspaper Preservation Act 
exempts from anti-trust action 
certain combined operations of 
some newspapers, on the 
ground that this is the only way 
one or the other can survive. 

St. Louis, where the Post- 
Dispatch and Globe-Democrat 
are printed in the same plant— 
and compete strenuously right 
up to the end of the year when 
they split the pfofits—is one of 
those cities. 

Without the protection of anti- 
trust laws, some big, efficient 
corporations could - force 
smaller, less well financed 
firms out of buisness. 

Come to think of it, that is 
what free enterprise is all 
about. 

It’s a tough world, and the 


efficient and competent survive 
and the inefficient and in 
competent perish or are gob- 
bled up. . 

Still, it seems in the public 
interest to some place along the 
line protect the public against 
monopolies, even though this is 
a farce in a day when unions 
effectively exercise a monopoly 
on labor in many areas. 


It is from this background 
that we view the revival of 
Justice Department interest in 
the National Steel-Granite City 
‘Steel merger in 1971. It made 
National Steel the third largest 
producer in the country, behind 
U.S. Steel and Bethlehem Steel. 
Granite City Steel had been 
eleventh.

Balance federal budget to 
ease the inflationary spiral

When two herring gulls with 
adjoining nesting areas get into 
a dispute, they are likely to 
wind up confronting each other 
at their mutual borderline, 
seething with rage but inhibited 
from direct combat. 

To attack, one would have to 
cross into the other’s territory. 
‘That is unpalatable. So, on the 
other hand, is retreat in the face 
of a threat at the border. But all 
that pent-up energy must be 
spent somehow. 

What happens? The two gulls 
begin furiously tearing up 
grass. This is known as 
“displacement activity.” It is 
seen throughout the animal 
kingdom. 

In similar circumstances, the 
three-spined stickleba¢k—a 
fish—will stand on its head and 
dig a hole in the sand; a roe- 
deer buck will attack’ a con- 
venient trée. 

This behavior is described in 
Robert Ardrey’s fascinating 
book, ‘The Territorial 
Imperative.” In it, Ardrey 
draws parrallels—some 
scientists say too many— 
between certain instinctive 
forms of animal behavior and 
our own. 

Once you get started, this 
game of drawing parallels is 
irresistible. Congress, for 
example, appears about ready 
to engage in displacement 


activity with respect to fighting 
inflation. 

Congressmen are confronted 
with a classic case of a 
challenge that cannot be met 
and cannot be ducked. If they 
cut spending and tolerate 
temporarily high interest rates 
to control inflation, they will 
offend many separate interest 
groups. And if they don’t do 
these things, inflation will 
continue and the general public 
will be angry. 

Since the congressman must 
do something but finds either of 
the two options equally un- 
desirable, displacement theory 
suggests that he will seek a 
third alternative 

‘That’s just what’s happening. 
Fighting inflation is unpopular 
and difficult. But fighting a 
recession is popular and easy. 

Therefore, more and more 
senators and congressmen are 
beginning to “see” recession as 
our major national problem. 
Less is heard about inflation. 

Unfortunately, the classic 
medicine for fighting a 
recession—federal budget 
deficits, easy money, 
stimulation of demand—has a 
nasty side effect: It worsens 
inflation. 

As I have said time and again, 
there is no easy way to fight 
inflation. Inflation is an 
outgrowth of the nearly 
universal human urge to get 
something for nothing. 

Here in America, we have 


learned to rationalize that 
impulse by telling ourselves, 
that the government has an 
unlimited supply of the 
“‘something’’ and that the. 
nobility of our particular goal, 
or the gravity of our particular 
peril, justifies the expenditure. 

But justifying an ex- 
penditure is not the same 
thing as creating the 
resources to pay it. 

For years, we have tricked 
ourselves into believing that 
we really were getting 
something for nothing. Now, 
the bills for that binge are 
coming due. 

If we want to end inflation, the 
federal budget must be 
balanced and credit will remain 
tight until it is; both business 
activity and employment will 
decline. 

The economy will remain 
sluggish as inflation winds 
down, until the growth of the 
money supply is again in 
balance with the growth in our 
output of goods and services, 
and until our inflationary ex- 
pectations have subsided— 
perhaps two or three years. 

Then we will have earned a 
return to prosperity. 

Otherwise, you'd better brace 
for increasing inflation. 

And when you see members of 
your Congressional delegation 
during the campaign this fall, 
be sure to notice if they're 
standing on their heads and 
digging a hole in the sand 


Productivity— 
inflation cure? 


By JOHN PINKERMAN 


The nation’s economic fu- 
ture is beset with the prospect 
of ‘tough sledding,” Robert 
W. Sarnoff says, but several 
actions can be taken to con- 
quer inflation and insure 
more jobs. The most direct 
route to this success in restor- 
ing prosperity, he says, is in 
greater productivity by em- 
ployer and employe alike. 


Sarnoff, chairman and chief 
executive officer of RCA 
Corp., has just issued a peri- 
odic business status report 
and in this particular report 
he has addressed himself di- 
rectly to the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, the labor union rep- 
resenting 25,000 RCA em- 
ployes: 

‘The substance of his report, 
however, goes far beyond the 
situation within his own or- 
ganization, and he voices con- 
siderable optimism in what is 
becoming a national industri- 
al attitude of gloom and doom. 


“Where do we start?” he 
asks. ‘‘Our most pressing task 
is to bring inflation under con- 
trol. We have been flounder- 
ing about too long with impul- 
sive policies ranging from no 
control to full control and 
back again, intermingled with 
abortive attempts to balance 
the federal budget. The whole 
performance recalls Casey 
Stengel’s immortal question, 
“Can’t anybody here play this 


any other people on earth. 

itch, of course, is 
that ae you start this pro- 
cess, you can't afford to slow 
down or stop.” Then address- 
ing himself directly to the 
problem of union labor’s role 
in industry, he says, “‘We can 
stay ahead only by doing a 
better job than anyone else 
without pricing ourselves out 
of competition. In today’s 
shrinking world, if we fail to 
compete effectively any- 
where, we risk losing ground 
everywhere." 


However, all is not bad 
news, Sarnoff says. “Changes 
in monetary relationships 
have made our goods more 
competitive,” he says, “and 
they have strengthened the 
dollar abroad. Bad asit is, our 
inflation is less than most. We 
still have the most capable la- 
bor force in the world. Fi- 
nally, we retain unmatched 
potential in technology, even 
though our leadership has 
been whittled away in some 
areas. 


“Also, one current trend 
should cheer those who have 
been disturbed by the move- 
ment of manufacturing oper- 
ations abroad for export back 
to this country. The conditions 
are ripe for a return flow. The 
primary reason for this emi- 
gration has been the need to 
meet. lower-cost competition 
and hold business that other- 
wise would be lost. But, with 
inflation raging in much of the 
world, costs are rising nearly 
everywhere abroad much 


investments here, will mean 
many more jobs, he said. 

Technology advances are 
always up front in Sarnoff’s 
mind, and he sees persistence 
in developing new technolo- 
gies as another “must” in 
turning the nation arouhd eco- 
nomically. 

“Tt is technology,” he says, 
“that pioneered mass produc- 
tion and revolutionized agri- 
culture; that harnessed the 
electron, developed the com- 
puter. This same technology 
has helped raise total Ameri- 
can employment from just 
over 50 million at the end of 
World War II to nearly 85 mil- 
lion today. Properly organ- 
ized and supported, technolo- 
gy can give us tools to shape a 
productive and prosperous fu- 
ture. Its outlines are already 
forming behind the screen of 
our present difficulties.” 

Most of these new technolo- 
gies in all facets of American 
life will demand inet 
skills — and higher pay, 
Sarnoff says. ‘I believe,” he 

says, ‘that by the year 2000 
over half the nation’s labor 
force will be employed in new 
kinds of work in industries 
that do not exist today.” 

In the meantime, there are 
problems. Sarnoff cites $200 
billion lost in the market val- 
ue of New York Stock Ex- 


forts in raising new capital — 
at a time when new plant.and 
equipment needs will hit at

ars.

Consumer agency 
proposal calls for 


excessive power

+ Every year, Congress con- 
siders a great volume of 
legislation, It is virtually im- 
possible for the average citizen 
to follow it all. 

But had consumers taken a 
careful look at the Senate’s 
Consumer Protection Agency 
Bill (S. 707)—now renamed the 
Agency for Consumer Advocacy 
Bill—the bill would never have 
gone as far as it has in the 
legislative process. 

Tt was passed in a similar 
version (H.R. 13163) in the 
House of Representatives. 

If passed by the Senate, the 
bill would have to be con- 
solidated with the House ver- 
sion by a joint Congressional 
committee, repassed by both 
Houses and then sent to the 
President for his signature. 

In concept, the bill is com- 
mendable. 

It would create an in- 
dependent, _non-regulatory 
Agency for | Consumer 
Advocacy (ACA) to make 
certain that consumers’ best 
interests are considered and 
acted upon by business and 
government 

But in practice, the bill would 
‘ create a consumer czar who, if 
misdirected, could have a 
devastating effect on business, 
government and consumers 
alike. 

As proposed, the ACA would 
be headed by an administrator 
appointed by the President for a 


-four-year term, which would 


coincide with the President's 
term in office. 

The ACA administrator would 
be responsible to no one and 
would report to no one~—not to 
the President, not. to Congress, 
not even to the people. 

In effect, his job is conceived 
as an ombundsman of the 
consumer, business and 
government. 

He could only be removed 
from office for inefficiency, 
neglect of duty or malfeasance 
in office. 

The ACA administrator alone 
would determine his agency's 
jurisdiction—within the broad 
confines of the bill. 

He alone would decide what 
the best interests of consumers 
actually are. This. decision 
would not be reviewable in the 
courts. ‘ 

The administrator could 
obtain secret and confidential 
information from government 
departments and agencies, 
businesses and private citizens. 

Then he ‘could make that 
information’ public if he felt 
disclosure was in the con- 
sumers’ best interests. 

If a disclosure subsequently 
proves to have been a mistake, 
the administrator is instructed 
to issue an apology—no more. 

The administrator would 
have the power to serve as a 
dual: prosecutor in any federal 
case where he felt consumer 
interests are involved. 

Furthermore, he could reopen 
any case—regardless of 
whether it had already been 
decided or dismissed by another 
federal regulatory agency (for 
example, the Federal Trade 
Commission, the Food and Drug 
Administration or the Security 
Exchange Commission)—if he 
felt the case concerned con- 
sumers. 

While the bill covers business 
and government situations in 
relation to consumers, it 
exempts labor from the ACA’s 
jurisdiction. 

The overwhelming power and 
jurisdiction given the ACA and 
its administrator is where the 
danger exists: 

The Minority Report of the 
Senate Committee on Govern- 
ment Operations on this bill, 
written by Senator Sam Ervin 
4n behalf of himself and 
Senators James Allen, Bill 
Brock and Sam Nunn, points out 
some of the bill’s trouble areas. 

The most obvious difficulty 
comes from one person being 
given the power to determine 
what is best for all consumers— 
all 200 million consumers in the 
US. 

Nestle — like all companies — 
spends a great deal of money on 
consumer research. 

In new products, for example, 
with all the food industry’s 
research, the industry averages 
only one successful product in 
60. 

Wher@® would the ad- 
ministrator place his priorities? 

For example, in rulings 
concerning the automobile 
industry, would the ad- 
ministrator decide all con- 
sumers want a safe car or an 
inexpensive car? 

Would they prefer a car which 
gets low gas mileage or one 
which doesn’t pollute the en- 
vironment.?) 

What man or woman should 
have the power to decide for all 
consumers whether to place 
priorities on price, power, 
safety, fuel consumption, en- 
vironmental impact: or ‘com- 


interests are as” 


diversified as the consumers 
themselves. No one person or 
sen could possibly nppeceonit: 
them all. 

The administrator’s power to 
obtain confidential information 
from business or government 
agencies and make that in- 
formation public would be 
perhaps his most potentially 
insidious power. 

No other government agency 
by law-is allowed to divulge 
trade secrets. 

The divulging of trade secrets 
not only could invade privacy 
and injure the competitive 
marketplace, but it also could 
serve to undo all that our an- 
titrust laws have sought to 
protect, by reducing com- 
petition. 

Furthermore, such action 
could greatly impede the in- 
centive of business to invest 
millions of dollars in developing 
new, better and less expensive 
products, by making it im- 
possible to protect those 
product secrets from the 
competition. 

The administrator's power to 
collect and possibly publicize 
information gathered by other 
government departments and 
agencies could’ have grave 
consequences. 

The Minority Report gives 
this example: 

If the ACA asked the 
secretary of state to take some 
action in a trade agreement 
with a foreign nation, and the 
secretary refused to comply, he 
would have to notify the ACA in 
writing of his reasons for non- 
compliance. 

Those reasons—regardless of 
their kensitivity—would become 
a matter of public record. 

Furthermore, the ACA could 
“then take the secretary of state 
into court to review his refusal. 

Eventually, the ACA could 
undermine our negotiating 
position with foreign powers. 

While the ACA would have 
the power to act as a dual’ 
prosecutor in any federal 
agency case: involving con- 
sumer interests, the defen- 
dants still would have but one 
defense. 

Two prosecutions against 
one defense seems an unjust 
system. 

The agency's power to appeal 
any government decision in- 
volving consumers not only 
would place a great burden on 
our court system, but also it 
would mean no such decision 
could ever be considered final 
until the ACA decided whether, 
or not to review it. Any number 
of years later, the case could be 
reopened. 

Furthermore, since the ACA's 
decision as to what is best for 
consumers would not be 
reviewable, any ACA decision 
to reopen a case would not be 
reviewable. 

This provision would give the 
ACA more power than any other 
federal agency and would allow 
the ACA at will to question its 
sister agencies’ decisions. 

While the ACA could review 
prices companies charged, the 
agency couldn’t intervene in 
strikes or labor disputes in- 
volving wages because of. 
labor’s exemption. Yet; so of- 
ten, increased wages are the 
reason for higher prices. 

With all its power, the ACA 
would not be able to take action 
on state and local levels in 
behalf of consumers—the place 
where most corisumer problems 
occur. 

The fly-by-night outfit which 
sells defective products, the 
auto repair shop which does 
inferior work, the television 
repairman who pads his bills— 
all come under local jurisdic- 
tions. 

The ACA would be powerless 
where consumers need help the 
most. 

As it stands today, more than 
1,000 consumer programs are_ 
already in effect and are ad- 
ministered by 33 federal 
agencies. 

Tf these programs aren’t 
serving their , it seems. 
unlikely that still another 
bureaucratic agency could be 
more effective. 

Congress’ job should have 
been to determine why existing 
programs aren’t working and 
then correct the problems in- 
stead of creating still another 
agency—and one with powers. 
broad enough to undermine the 
entire free enterprise system in 
the United States. 

Consumers _ should—indeed 
they must—take a careful look 
to make certain any proposed 
legislation prepared in their 
name is, in fact, in their hee 
interest—and then make their 
views known to their 
lawmakers.

That’s what students at St.

Miss Mary Ann Mennemeyer, 
social worker at the Quad-Cities 
Catholic Charities, a United 
Way agency, is spending each 
Tuesday at the schools. 

Her time is divided among 
students and staff. Presently 
yshe is teaching 30 seventh 
graders the basic concepts of 
TA (transactional analysis). 

TA was developed by the late 
Dr. Eric Berne, M.D., author of 
“Games People Play.” It is one 
“way of looking at the human 
personality. 

TA states that everyone has in 
him three ego states—the 
parent, the adult and the child. 
All three are considered 
necessary and important. 

The adolescents say they are 
delighted to learn about the 
three ‘Me's’ inside them— 
MEP (Me the Parent), MEA 
(Me the Adult) and MEC (Me 
the Child). 

‘The 12-year-olds are eager to 
learn what makes them tick and 
to figure out what they can do to 
make their lives happier, the 
social worker has found 

All the children, Grades 1-8, 
know Miss Mennemeyer as 
“Mary Ann,"" 

The students see Mary Ann, 
the social worker, as a lady who 
likes them and as someone they 
can approach. Several of .the 
youngsters have openly told 
their teachers that they want to 
talk to Mary Ann. 

If the teachers wish to refer a 
student to Miss Mennemeyer 
for counseling, the parents are 
first contacted for their written 
permission. 

Miss | Mennenieyer has 
received some referrals from 
the teachers and has begun 
working with some children and 
parents on an individual basis. 

The rest of Miss Men 
nemeyer’s time on Tuesday is 
taken up with teacher con- 
ferences and with visiting 
children in the lower grades. 

4 “Miss Mennemeyer believes 
that it is important for children 
to learn at an early age that 
they are “OK” and that what 
they are felling, thinking and 
saying is important. 

How does one explain to a ten- 
year-old what a social worker 
does? 

Miss Mennemeyer took this 
approach: “Hi, My name is 
Mary Ann. I am a social 
worker. I will be here at your 
school every Tuesday, 

“My job as a social worker is 
to help you understand yourself 
and how you get ‘along with 
other people. I want you to know 
that you are OK and so are all 
your classmates. 

“You are OK even if you are 
not the smartest or the richest 
kid in your class. Also, your 
feelings are very important 
‘You are OK when you are sad, 
happy, mad or scared.” 

The youngsters _ have 
responded, she notes; there is 
no stigma attached to talking to 
the social worker at St. Mary’s- 
St. Mark’s School. 

Parents are being invited to 
meet Miss Mennemeyer at the 
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PTA meeting on Monday, Oct. 
14, at St. Mary’s School.

He said he has been paid $700 
per month and that amount was 
to have increased to $800 per 
month Oct. 2, 1973, but never 
did.
